On the 
other hand, there’s lots of things that 
are happening in North America, 
including Canada, that are really 
interesting, especially the resurgence 
of indigenous resistance. The people 
who were first here have really risen 
up in the past few years and have 
survived an onslaught of colonial 
violence. It’s interesting how they’re 
navigating re-establishing themselves. 
That almost gives me a little bit of 
hope. Same with the Black Lives 
Matter movement. I feel that there’s 
these hopeful things happening 
amidst total insanity that I try to pay 
attention to so I don’t drink myself 
into a stupor.”

Well, for a start the Foos are in town for a 
one-night-only gig, billed as a Lollapalooza Aftershow 
(though they’re not actually performing at the huge 
music festival, also going on this weekend). 

Second - and most importantiy - the band have also 
made the four-hour flight from LA to tell us about their 
new album. Concrete And Gold. But not before Dave 
Grohl enquires about Kerrangl’s trip here. Because 
that's just the kind of guy he is. 

There was a bit of a delay with the flights due to 
bad weather, actually... 

“It’s the fuckin’ worst, nnan,” Dave empathises.“I hate 
that shit” 

Dressed in a crisp, plain white Tshirt and wearing 
a pair of thick, round-rimmed glasses, Dave’s all casual 
attire and no-rockstar-bullshit presence; every bit the 
‘Nicest Guy In Rock’ stereotype you’ve heard about 
a thousand times before. Scribbling on a notepad his 
signature teatime recipe, the frontman settles down 
to describe the grub he cooks for his three children 
(“We’ll do some sweetcorn - cobs - two tablespoons 
of butter,and then salt and pepper to taste... Mmm- 
hmmm!”), before happily reflecting over a brief 
encounter he just had with the drummer ofThe Killers, 

Ron ‘The Mooch’Vannucci. 

“I just saw The Nooch! He has a very attractive 
suede vest, and a colourful shirt. He’s got a lot of style," 

Dave nods. “He’s, 
like, the best fuckin’ 
drummer ever!” 

In fact the only 
time he switches 
from being the 
effervescent figure 
we all know and 
love is when 
chatter turns to 
what sparked 
his hasty return 
to Foo Fighters. 

Though he’s still 
light-hearted, 
the 48-year-old 
swiftly becomes 
more thoughtful, 
considered, 
and even quiet 
reflecting on 
the band’s 2015 

‘indefinite hiatus’, which vy^ consequently 
ended after just six months. 

Foo Rghters’ ‘break’ was brought about after a 
whirKvind few years for the band - completed by 
drummer Taylor Hawkins, guitarists Pat Smear and Chris 
Shiflett bassist Nate Mendel and keyboardist Rami 
Jaflfee.There v/as that leg break, when Dave tumbled 
off of a 12-foot-high stage during a show in Sweden In 
the summer of 201 S.There was the heartwarming viral 
Learn lb Fly video that brought the Foos to perform 
in front of thousands of super-byal fens in Cesena, Italy. 

There was the free release of the band’s Saint Cecilia 
ER dedicated to the victims of the Paris attacks in 
November of that year and described by the frontman as 
a reminder that“rTXJsic is life”. Hell, Dave even squeezed 
in an appearance on The Muppet Show, partaking in a 
drum-off with Animal. And then, of course, there was Foo 
Fighters’ extensive, worldwide‘Broken L^Tour’.After all 
of that you can’t blame a man for calling a time-out. 

‘When we came home from that last trip, everybody 
was really exhausted," Dave sighs, exhaling a puff of 
smoke before discarding the newly-lit cigarette in his 
hand - something he does frequently.“And I was still 
trying to walk. I was still on crutches, and just trying to 
get my body back in shape, and I was so drained from 
touring. Usually, at the end of a couple of years of being 
on the road, you blame the music and the band for ail

music-related,” he recalls.“And I thought that the bffl|d * 
Nvould have to wait another year or so..."

“It was a movie. It was an actual film that I got 
approached to direct.Y’know, the great thing about being 
in the Foo Fighters is when we have an idea and we want 
to do something, we just go like chat {clicks fingers).

For the frontman. It became evident that sweeping 
the band under the rug wasn’t as simple a solution as 
he initially expeaed. Foo Fighters, to Dave, is so much 
nxjre than just albums, tours and interviews. Music 
consumes his entire life. Clearly it’s not somethin^^ - ^ 
can leave untouched for extended periods of time.

where you’re free to run,” the Foos leader envisions. 

Of the 11 tracks that make up the band’s ninth 
album there’s a running - pardon the pun - theme. 
Dave says, of,"trying to find your place in a world that 
seems to be taking a wrong turn sometimes.” 

Not only is a dark undercurrent coursing through 
Concrete And Gold’s 46 minutes and 57 seconds, but 
the record also sees the frontman taking personal 
jibes, lamenting’There ain’t no superheroes now' over 
the finger-picking brilliance of Happy Ever After (Zero 
Hour), and confessing '/’m a natural disaster^ on one of 
the record’s sublime highlights. Dirty VN^ter. 

Do you actually fed like that, Dave? 

“Absolutely. I’m a fucking handful (laughs). Most 
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people don’t realise that I feel like a pretty stable 
person. I suppose, but everybody has that side of 
themselves where they look in the mirror and think, 
‘God. I’m a fuckin* mess!*' 

Dave’s introspective side is heard best on 
the brooding Arrows. “I wrote that about my 
mother raising two children on her own on a 
dead-end street” he reminisces.“As a parent now, 
I understand more how much of a struggle that 
must have been for her to keep the family not 
only together, but happy - which we were. I think 
that if you’re writing from a place that is real, then 
everything influences you.” 

Musically, too. Concrete And Gold isn’t a 
straighrforv^rd ride. Produced by Greg Kurstin - 


a GRAMMY award-winning pop titan, who previously 
worked with the likes of Adele - Foos’ latest effort 
sees the sextet going off on trippy, space-rock 
tangents, while also collaborating with Sir Paul 
McCartney (who drums on the delightful Sunday 
Rain) and Boyz II Men’s Shawn Stockman (whose 
vocals help to bolster the choir on the magnificent 
title-track).Then there’s also the album’s top-secret 
special guest who is, according to Dave, “probably 
the biggest popstar in the world”. 

Fear not though: these all-new factors haven’t 
destroyed Foo Fighters’ edge.Take La Dee Da, for 
example.Arguably the heaviest track on the album, it 
contains those “dark clouds” that Dave believes are a 
part of every Foo Fighters release.

Once Concrete And Gold is unleashed, Dave 
Grohl has got another cobssal tour to contend 
with - a 27-date run throughout the States In 
support of the album in the winter, as well as a 
night at London’s 02 Arena this nrionth.Then 
there are the rumours of a second Sonic Highways 
series - reportedly being set in the UK or Europe 
- which will no doubt consume another few years 
of his life. And beyond that? With Dave Grohl, the 
future is never set in stone. 

“There’s a part of me that has always imagined 
that at some point this will stop and real life will 
begin...” he acknowledges. 

What keeps you inspired right now, then, Dave? 

Surely you’re at a point in your career where you 
can settle down and enjoy that “normal, quiet 
domestic life” you had previously been craving? 

“I’ve always felt like the thrill of accomplishment 
is the reward to any of this,” he finishes, puffing on 
one last cigarette before heading off.“When you 
start writing a song, you’re writing it so that you 
get that feeling once it’s recorded and mixed.You 
listen back and think.'! did something good! But I 
could say the same thing for a simple day at home 
where I actually fuckin’ survived, y’know? 

“At the end of the day, I love being exhausted. 

That’s my favourite feeling, I swear to God. It’s 
fucking badass. I can sleep after a day like that”

don’t believe we appreciated the value of 
what we were doing until after the fact” 
declares Jesse F. Keeler, sipping a pint as he 
discusses the way in which Death From 
Above’s split between 2006 and 2011 
gave him a greater appreciation for his band. 
“When we were back together and needed a 
banner made as a stage backdrop for Coachella, 
we went to a femous tattoo artist called Mike 
Giant to ask him to do the art. He said,'Oh nrwi, 
that record [2004 debut You’re A Wonrwi, I’m 
A Machine] got me through some really hard 
times,’ and wouldn’t accept payment Say you 
wrote something and for five years people kept 
telling you how important that thing was - it 
wears you down!’’ 

Singer/drummer Sebastien Grainger’s laughter 
confirms the bassist is joking about that last part 
“It was our first experience with success on 
that level,” he says.“WB thought‘Oh, this is how 
it is when you have a band’.Then the nnore time 
passed we realised we got lucky or did something 
right and to tal^ it for granted is almost like a 
betrayal to everyone who made it happen.” 

Death From Above formed in Toronto in 2001, 
changing their name to Death From Above 
1979 in 2004 following a legal dispute with DFA 
Records (theyVe rpvprtpd ha^k tQ the^oogioaL.. 
moniker this year).Their debut album took its 
name from dialogue in the reboot of the sci-fi 
show Batdestar Galactica; while their sourd'^a-* 
taut fuzzy concoction widely described as ‘dance 
punk’ - gained them cult acclaim.The duo split in 
2006 later citing disagreements between the two. 

The duo approach the topic of that period of 
“hiatus” In the same way they do most others 
during the hour K! spends drinking craft beer 
with them in a Shoreditch pub: evasively yet 
enigmatically.There are, however, obvious *“ 

differences between the two, starting with the 
fact they don’t look like the/re in the same 
band. Jesse’s ink-black hirsuteness and ‘classic’ 
rock get-up give him the air of the toygK 
lumberjack brother of Dave GroN. Sebastien, 
meanwhile, with his blonde higNights, severe 
moustache, and pastel blue 
duster coat has the appearance 
of a wily Hollywood villain - 
albeit a refined one that does 
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highly-servIceaWe impressions of John Lennon, and 
eccentric directors David Lynch and Werner Herzog. 

Ask them which songs on forthcoming third album 
Outrage! Is Now could have been on previous 
releases, and while both suggest two, there’s no 
overlap (Jesse opting for All IC Is U & Me and Nvr 
4Evr; Sebastien Caught Up and Statues - see panel). 
Enquire about the pressures of re-entfering an arena 
In which the emotional resonance of their music, not 
to mention its considerable influence, set the bar 
high for themselves, and their approaches dovetail. 

“It’s almost too distant to even think about,” replies 
Sebastien, with a slightly dismissive air. 

“My primary gauge of success for any musk is how 
much I listen to It myseC’ adds Jesse, warmer to the 
line of questioning. ^ 

The crux of their dynamic, and one that Royal 
Blood, disciples of DFA’s muscular but loose-hipped 
template, can relate to is that when there are two 
people in a band, compromise is tricky.

esse and Sebastien often write on their own 
before “presenting” to one another.

Sebastien with a mediator as it did a third party 
to show them, or make them unite to prove, 
the value of their work. 

“When a pr6ducer tells us that something 
is good or bad, and we disagree, it forces us to 
figure out how to angue for our ideas,” reveals 
Jesse.

O n the morning of August 3,2017, 
The Year Of Our Lord, Patrick 
Stump, the soulful, fedora-wearing 
voice of his generation, sat down 
to Twitter - a medium he’s not 
overly fond of, truth be told: his last tweet prior 
had been over a month before, a quick plqg for the 
band’s Champion video - to write a missive that 
would explain why the band's due-to-be-released- 
on-September 15 seventh album, M A N I A, 
would not be arriving in stores, as was the plan. 

And so Patrick started to write the Twitter note. 
And then he accidentally deleted it So he had to 
write it again. 

"Yes, we are pushing the record release back 
to January 19,’’ he wrote, the second time around. 
“Yeah, pretty big bummer.We had some long talks 
and a lot to weigh about it all and collectively 
thought that was best.. 

Then Patrick made sonne jokes about the 
studio exploding. About aliens stealing the master 
tapes. He paid off with,“Thanks for understanding 
and sorry to keep everyone waiting...” Patrick 
remembered to save this versioa He pressed send. 

At that exact moment somewhere else in the 
world, a schoolboy was thinking of a reason to tell 
their teacher why their homework wasn’t done.

“Why is It not ready?” asks the singer, rhetorically, 
when asked to elaborate on his Twitter post “The truth 
is. It was communication,” he says, after an age.“WB 
were working really well.The ideas were really good, 
and a lot of the stuff we’ve done will make it to the 
finished record... but... I dunno...” 

Kerrang! and Fall Out Boy converse today in Los 
Angeles, out back at The Fo^ge photo studio. Inside, 
guitarist joeTrohman is having his photo taken. 
Drummer Andy Hurley sits cbse by, observing, shoving 
vegan Mexican takeout down his tattooed throat 
Outside, Patrick twists and turns in his seat like a 
man trying to polish the wood beneath with his arse. 
Pete Wentz sits beside him, langhing at his friend’s 
awkward, Pstrickesque take on discomfort 

“Over the years me and Pete have managed to get 
to a place where we can discuss what we like and what 
we don’t like,” the singer continues, lifting his hat having 
a scratcK“But I don’t know what It was... maybe It was 
dealing with our kids... but somehow we got to a place 
where we were maybe a bit hands-off with each other. 

It came to a point where we were due to hand In the 
record and it was like,‘l don’t like it... wait you don’t 
like It [either]? I thought you liked It?!’ It was almost 
like the elephant In the room where nobody was really 
being honest about what they thought about it...” 

Patrick laughs uproariously at something he’s 
thonght of before anyone else has. 

“You know when you’re trying to decide on what 
restaurant you want to eat at with your family?” he 
giggl^/‘and it’s like,‘ril eat anywhere,’ and you’re just 
like,‘No, just fucking pick somewhere to eat!’ It was a 
bit like that but on a grander scale...” 

“Money is great” adds Pete, flapping his hands as 
he speaks, like Pete Wentz does when he’s passionate 
about something he’s saying, “and big arena shows are 
great too. But time is the single most important thing in 
the world. I’m not going to look at my kids and choose 
to fly halfway around the world on a mediocre record. 
It’s just not worth It to me! We could put it out and 
people would maybe like it or not like it and we’ll be 
fine, but that ain’t worth it to me...” 

Patrick takes the Intensity of the conversation 
down a notch.“There are records that are part of the 
Zeitgeist and they connect with people and they’re 
almost meant to be, and it’s important to understand 
that every record can’t be that and that shouldn’t be 
a block to making the records you need to make.We 
understand that as artists. But that can’t be an excuse 
for putting out garbage.Why even bother?” 

Do you feel you’ve ever done that? 

“No,” he says, in a heartbeat “So why start now?” 

“We’ve made weird choices,” says Pete.“Uke, we’ve 
picked the wrong single, or we’ve put out [2013 punk 
EP] PAX-AM Days or a hip-hop remix album, and we’ve 
managed our expectations accordingly... But we’ve 
never put out anything we don’t believe ia Never!” 

“And here’s the thing,” says Patrick.“Everyone who 
has ever released an album will look back on it and 
say,‘Argh,we should have done this,’ on’We should 
have done that.. .’That’s whether you’ve made a punk 
rock record or the Mona Lisa. But going with the 
painting metaphor, if you set the brush down and >valk 
away, you should be happy with someone seeing the 
painting.

“It was a different kind of communication problem 
before,” says Patrick carefully.“Before the hiatus, there 
was aninxjsity behind the scenes, I thInkWe weren’t 
talking to each other, so whenever we didn’t hear back 
from each other. It was like,‘He’s a jerk!’ or,‘He hates 
me,’ or whatever. Now it’s, like... Look it’s like I said, 
maybe it’s parenthood. It’s how our lives are now...”

There was an ominous silence and a Marmozets- 
shaped hole in the landscape.The band had retreated 
to recuperate and re-energise.There was a danger that 
the energy they had cultivated could dissipate.That the 
momentum they had garnered would be difficult to 
regain. It was a gamble. 

Let’s waste no time in categorically stating that 
this gamble has paid off brilliantly.The band that 
stand on the stage of The Borderline tonight are 
not a band mousily testing the waters to see if the 
bath’s still warm.They are a band diving headfirst 
into a sleeping volcano and commanding it to 
awaken. And the sold-out crowd erupts accordingly, 
song-after-bllstering-song. 


This evening’s fan-favourites are punauated with 
new material, products of MarnrK>zets’ own private 
dark age.The siren-like chanting of new single 
Play ratdes fans’ skulls, while Like A Battery sits 
comfortably alongside the neurotic majesty of Hit The 
Wave. Elsewhere. Run With The Rhythm dramatically 
builds and breaks and builds again, while fellow newbie 
Major System Error seems to effordessly tee-up 
frenzied closer Why Do You Hate Me?. 

Be assured that so far their new material feels as 
seductive, hot-tempered and gratifyingly feral as the 
album that came before it, and leaves us craving more.

a TIME CAN do both delightful and 
disconcerting things, but one thing 
it never f^ls to deliver is a sense of 
perspective. Its a useful commodity 
when reevaluating Nothing But Thieves’ self-titled 
debut. For all that 2015 offering’s qualities, plaudits, 
and subsequent support sbts with Muse, it was an 
album replete with youthful flaws - atmosphere 
over songs; dynamics over direction. For rock 
hopefuls, it only sporadically rocked, something you 
hoped would be remedied next time around. It 
bears repeating because although the Southend-on- 
Sea boys are undoubtedly destined for big things; 
prematurely bestowing greatness upon them would 
skew their future endeavours. 

It would appear Nothing But Thieves agree, 
because Broken Machine successfully addresses the 
criticisms levelled at its predecessor with an album 
(and identity) forced by the fires of an exhaustive 


few years on the road. Opener 1 Was Just A Kid, the 
unlikely musical intersection between Queens Of 
The Stone Age and Buckley, leads the charge, 

and is - BOLD CLAIM KLAXON - superior to 
anything they’ve done before. And it’s not even the 
best tune here.That accolade goes to recent single 
I’m Not Made By Design, a labyrinth of moody 
nnagnificence that deals with the topic of atheism, 
and which focuses the five-piece’s ambient leanings 
into something more than the sonic mood boards 
of yore, with Conor Mason’s extraordinary voice 
heading into dynamic rock mode. 

This new territory has, however, resulted in one 
divisive offering. Given how impressively Conor 
applies himself on rampant single Amsterdam 
and the warbling Hell,Yeah, Live Like Animals 
is something of an anomaly. On an album that’s 
otherwise musically majestic and lyrically cryptic 
(the tide-track, for example, alludes to mental health 


issues) its hip hop-influenced staccato delivery and 
page-one social commentary (‘We put our lives all 
up for sale /We get our truth from the Daily Maif) 
can’t help but jar. Despite its flaws, it’s not generic, 
which is more than you can say for Particle, the 
louche groove and falsetto chorus of which make it 
sound like an old Muse deep cut 
On the whole, however, Broken Machine is an 
album that revels in its own ambition rather than 
being thwarted by it largely because it’s being 
channelled into worthier material. It’s more sure¬ 
footed, more nuanced. Most importandy, it sounds 
like the work of a cohesive band rather than a group 
of musicians hitched to a vocal supernova. Far from 
broken. Nothing But Thieves are operating more 
powerfully than ever.

a NOTHING MOTORHEAD did is likely 
to be forgotten - and that’s partly 
because they never compromised, and 
never sounded like anything other than 
their rugged, leathery selves.The Iconic trio may not 
have penned the songs on Under Cover (with the 
exception of Hellraiser, co-written with and for Ozzy 
Osbourne), but Lemmy’s boot stamp is all over them. 
Despite being recorded at various times between 
1992 and 2015 the 11 tracks here gel together like 
any other Motorhead album.They don’t sound like 
the originals, but there’s certainly no element of 
nxDckery or comedy - Lemmy was tipping his cowboy 
hat to the artists he respected. Some of the tracks 
first appeared on tribute albums, such as their steely- 
eyed take on Twisted Sister’s Shoot ’Em Down.Their 
playful delivery of Rainbow classic Starstruck features 
Saxon singer Biff Byford and is culled from 2014’sThls 
Is Your Life, dedicated to the late Ronnie James Dio 
who sang the original. 

Versions of Judas Priest’s Breaking The Law and the 
Sex Pistol’s God Save The Queen ram home another 


of Motorhead’s strengths - dissolving barriers 
between metal and punk. Instead of sounding poles 
apart they’re united into one death-or-glory fireball. 
There’s no better example of that metal-meets-punk 
explosion than Whiplash, the blistering Metallica cover 
that won them a GRAMMY in 2005. 

The sole exception is also the most recent Lemmy 
sings David Bowie staple Heroes in relatively subdued 
tones, his respect for the original quite clear. Listening 
to it Isn’t easy, knowing that only months after it was 
recorded both the Motorhead frontman and Bowie 
were taken from us, just weeks apart The song moots 
the idea that we can all be heroes - and maybe we 
can - but Its presence here reminds us that even the 
greatest among us are only passing through. 

Lemmy embraced rock’n’roll to his last breath. 
Motorhead gave and sought the genuine, and on 
finding it, they saluted it That’s what they do here - 
as we now salute them.

“It’s good from vy^at I see .We 
have shows on average four days 
a week Of course, like everywhere, 
turnouts can be up and down.The 
punk rock and metal scene do 
really well here, but we seem to 
be getting a lot more indie bands 
coming through.” 

HOW IMPORTANT IS THE VENUE 
IN FACILITATING THAT? 

“As one of only two mid-sized 
venues in the city - The Junction 
being the other, which is our sister 
venue - Underground is pretty 
involved in the scene.We try to run 
the place with a really DIY attitude. 
All of us involved put a huge 
amount of effort Into what goes on 
at the club and we like to keep the 
place having quite a community feel. 


I personally feel that you get back 
what you put in.” 

WHAT HAVE BEEN THE BEST 
ROCK AND METAL SHOWS TO 
HAPPEN THERE? 

“Okay, this list could get slightly 
endless but here are some of the 
highlights; Every Time I Die, Heart 
Of A Coward, Subhumans, Culture 
Shock, Astroid Boys - all four times 
they’ve played -Tim Barry. Expire. 
Inner Terrestrials. MDC, Billy Bragg 
and OHHMS.” 

DO you MCE MANY 
CHALLENGES IN THE CURRENT 
ECONOMIC CLIMATE? 

“The same as most independent 
venues do at the minute. It’s 
expensive to run a club, which I 
think is something that everyone 
who does this experiences. 

Our other main challenge is 
geographical. Plymouth is right at 
the bottom of the country, so a 
lot of tours miss out the far South 
West. But we just try to make the 
shows we put on worth the travel 
and hope word gets out that It 
really Is worth the drive.” 

FINALLY, WHAT PLANS ARE IN 
PLACE FOR THE FUTURE? 

“Just to keep pushing forward. 

We try and improve the sound 
equipment whenever money 
allows. We are trying to find space 
somewhere to build a proper 
backstage area - that’s one of our 
only problems, and we’d like to 
thank all the bands that have never 
complained about using a beer 
cellar. Cheers, guys!”
